The experience wee have formerly, had in the Congregations of our Lot, inclines us 
to beleeve, that ſuch of your people as know the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chrilt,( who 
though he were rich, yet for our ſakes became poore, that wee through his po- 
verty might be rich ) will be readyto honour the i with their "gray upon this 

ſfignall occaſion 5, and that they will not be diſcouraged from contributing in proportion 
to their meants, by looking upon the dayes as evill, when they ſhall have duly conſidered 
what concluſcon Solomon drawes _ ſuch premiſes, jojing ; Give a portion to 
ſeaven, and alſo to eight, for thou knoweſt not what eyill ſhall be upon the 
carth.
